D e n v e r , Ja n u ary 30th.—T o-day’s delib­ 
erations oí th e N ational Silver Convention 
w ere o f a m ost h arm onious character, none 
o f th e u n ru ly sfiirit w hich predom inated 
in tiie first session being observable. 
A dis­ 
cussion of th e reports presented by th e 
C om m ittee on R esolutions consum ed nearly 
th e w hole day, an d was participated in by 
a large n u m b er o f delegates, p ro m in en t 
am ong whom w ere C ongressm an Belford 
and Congressm an-elect Syrm-s. At 5 o’clock 
th e m ajority report was am ended in som e 
im portant particulars, an d passed by a 
unanim ous vote. 
It read as follow s: 
The States and T erritories of Kansas, Colora­ 
do, Utah, New Mexico, Idaho, W yoming, Ari­ 
zona, in eon vent ion assem bled at Denver. Col., 
January i:S. U s’>. adopted the following rex>-

lars; fourth, we condem n the Secretaries of the

California has tried almost every kind 
of fruit suitable to it.' climate ; tlie.e lia\e 
1 >een periods for every kind, according to 
the demand of homo markets, canning and 
shipping. 
There are very few metre to 
trv, but among them are some of the great­ 
est value. 
W hile having grown peaches, 
pears and apricots with varying success, 
we at last awaken to the fact th a t we have 
the country for figs and olives. 
The figs 
hitherto grown and introduced in Califor­ 
nia have heenof little or no value. 
Indeed 
it seems th at the poorest varieties have 
heet) selected for us, and undoubtedly im ­ 
porters of fig trees have until lately licen 
imposed upon by the fig growers in the old 
countries who feared competition and sent 
us the worst they had. 
T he fact is, until 
lately no good dry tigs have been produced 
in California, for th e sim ple ren.-on that we 
did not have the varieties producing them ; 
another reason is th at the trees have not 
been planted in the localities where they 
would do the best. 
Figs should not be 
grown on wet so il; the trees grow well 
enough there, but the tigs produced there 
are inferior, not sweet, poorly flavored 
and tough-skinned. 
The trees that pro­ 
duce the fig of commerce grow on dry, or 
at least not low laud, where they can re­ 
ceive abundance of w ater in the spring and 
early summer, 'h u t in the later months 
he dried oil and hardened. 
In California, 
until lately, the Mission tig was all we had. 
It is passing away like the Mission grape. 
W hy the fathers planted it in preference 
to better kinds is a mystery. 
Los Angeles 
has made a success of tig culture with poor 
w hite Celeste or I/.chia—not in drying, 
hut in preparing candied fruit. 
At 40 
cents a pound for such fruit it pays enor­ 
mously, every tree, when old, hearing 1,000 
pounds. 
W ith the introduction of the 
true tig of commerce, the w hite A driatic, 
a new era seeuis to have begun. 
This tig 
is said to be very dillerent from the so- 
called “ true Smyrna,” which never proved 
true at all. 
It produces a crop the second 
year of magnificent, very thin-skinned 
fruit, w ith a pulp like transparent honey, 
and when dried has proved equal to the 
imported, selling at 25 cents to 40 cents a 
pound, and so great is t he demand th at a 
10,000-acre orchard of this tig would not 
ncarli supply the m arket. 
There are 
several reasons wh v we should plant figs, 
viz: Fig trees need no pruning; fig trees 
have no insect enem ies; fig trees bear 
enormous crops ; fig trees live fo ra thou­ 
sand years; figs need very little handling 
in curing and packing-—m uch less than 
any other fruit know n; and finally, fig 
trees do not ripen their crop all at once, 
but all through a long season.— [Fresno 
Expositor. 
M IXED HUSBANDRY. 
W hile m ixed husbandry is the true pol­ 
icy for the average farmer, there is such a 
thing as having it too much mixed. H av­ 
ing so many dillerent kinds of crops that 
it is impossible to give each the attention 
it needs at the proper time, either in cult­ 
ivation or harvest. T he farmer who should 
include straw berry growing in his opera­ 
te eis, and finds a big crop ready for pick­ 
ing at the same tim e that his broad clover 
meadows needed cutting, would, unless an 
extraordinary man, .and having unusual 
facilities for obtaining help, be apt to 
neglect one or the other, and at a loss, 
while both clover and strawberries arc 
profitable crops when they can be properly 
cared for. 
T here is sound wisdom in the 
old m axim about everyone “ sticking to 
his trade.” 
The farmer’s trade, so tar as 
raising crops is concerned, lies in having 
such a variety as naturally tit into or fol­ 
low each other, giving him am pie tim e to 
do full justice to each without being h u r­ 
ried or worried over his work. 
“ Too 
many irons in the fire” is another wise 
saying. 
W hile the farm er should avoid ' 
having so many th at some of them are I 
liable to l>e spoiled liefore he can get ¡ 
around to handle them, he should have j 
enough to profitably employ his whole j 
tim e. 
The reverse of this idea is shown in ¡ 
another wise saying about having “ all the j 
eggs in one basket.” 
It is better to divide j 
them, so that if one basket comes to grief* 
th e others may be saved. 
An Ohio corre- i 
spondent of the Country (fentieman, beeom- j 
ing disgusted with having so many things j 
claim ing his attention oil the farm, has 
given up nearly everything except grow- j 
ing potatoes; sold off his cows, hogs and : 
poultry, given up growing grain, and do- j 
votes almost his whole farm to potatoes. I 
According to his showing he has made a ! 
financial success, and is saved lots of worry 
and hard work, 
lint his eggs are all in j 
one basket, and are liable to Is- smashed j 
any year by the rot or prices below cost of 
production. 
His example is scarcely wor­ 
thy of im itation.— [Farm ers’ Review.

Look 
at prices of orchard lands in Florida, from 
1,000 to 5*3,000 per acre, and th at in a 
clim ate th at bears no comparison to ours j 
for healthfulness. 
There are no swamps in j 
our favored section, from which t lie deadly i 
miasma is constantly arising, polluting the j 
air and being inhaled into the lungs of our ; 
people, as is undoubtedly the ease iti Flori­ 
da. 
We have a section unsurpassed for 
hcalthfiilncss, and it- adaptability for the , 
production of fruits of all kinds, that at- I 
tempts have been made to cultivate, has j 
l>een sufficiently demonstrated. 
We can ! 
raise better oranges than the Florida p ro -¡ 
duct, and our soil will produce the finest j 
grapes, making raisins equal, if not su- ¡ 
pertor, to the Malagas, and wine of body j 
and flavor, w ith age. that cannot lie cx- 
called, and which is free from adulteration. 1 
O ur valley produces as large, fine apph - as ! 
can be seen in any country, apricots, |>cars, 
peaches, prunes, tigs and other fruits in per­ 
fection. 
The English walnut does well 
here, yielding profitable emits upon reach­ 
ing the projier age. 
W ith our clim atic ad­ 
vantages and unequaled soil productions it 
would lie strange, indeed, if lands hi this 
valley did not appreciate wonderfully. 


HOW TO I'I.A M VINES. 


I'll is is a question which L. J . Rose an­ 
swers thus in the /*’ .. ill Cu'ijaniian: The 
crowbar is used bv me because it is cheaper, 
and, if care is exercised, it is as good as a j 
spade. 
The great secret of success lies in 
the fact of filling the hole, especially from 
the bottom. 
If a space is left at the bot­ 
tom not tilled with earth, then the cutting 
at that jMiint will mildew. 
D ry rot will 
follow, and it i- almost a certainty that all 
of it will die. 
N or is it difficult to fill the 
hole with the crowbar. 
It only requires a 
little careful practice in a soil that easily 
pulverizes, so that the earth will clasp the 
cutting in every part underground. 
In 
adobe or stiff clay it becomes a very difler- 
ent process. 
I have, however, learned a 
wav hv which it may lie done very easily 
and effectually. 
.Make your hole as usual 
w ith the crowbar and insert the cutting. 
Then take sand dry enough to run easily 
and fill your hole w ith it. 
This can l>e 
done quickly, and almost every cutting 
will grow. 
When rooted vinos are to be 
planted, trim the roots short enough so 


that the plant so trimmed will with ease 
go in the hole made by the crowbar. Long 
mots are no advantage, for where they 
have been once formed, th e callous and the 
short-root surface will throw out new roots 
with the greatest ease. 


AMMONIA AS A FERTILIZER. 
A w riter in London Gardeners’ Chronicle 
says ; 
Last year I was induced to try an 
experim ent in chrysanthem um growing, 
and for this purpose purchased one pound 
of sulphate of ammonia, which I bottled 
and corked, as the ammonia evaporates 
very rapidly. 
I then selected four plants 
from my collection, putting them by them ­ 
selves, gave them a teaspoonful of am­ 
monia in a gallon of w ater twice a week. 
In a fortnight's tim e the result was most 
strik in g ; for though 1 watered the others 
w ith cow liquid m anure they looked lean 
when compared with the ammonia-watered 
plants, whose leaves turned to a very dark 
green, which they carried to the edge of 
the pots until the flowers were cut. 
As a 
m atter of course the flowers were splendid. 
The ammonia used i- rather expensive, as 
1 bought it from the chemist s shop; tlii- 
year I intend getting agricultural am­ 
monia, which is notch cheaper. 
I have 
also tried it on strawberries, with the same 
satisfactory ’result, the crop being nearly 
double that of the others; it is very power­ 
ful, and requires to be used w ith caution. 


REMEDY FOR PEACH TREES. 
A t a recent farmers’ m eeting in Massa­ 
chusetts, a noted peaeh-grower claimed 
th at the peacli tree, being a grass-feeder, 
was more often starved to death than in­ 
jured by the yellows. 
The orchard owned 
by him is treated each year to 500 pounds 
of potasli salts per acre, and no tree lias 
ever had the yellows. 
The sense of the 
m eeting was that m uriate of potash 
the best remedy, by -applying potasli 
ash; those present believing th a t the 
ease never appeared in an orchard liber­ 
ally supplied with this chemical. 


THE CORN CROP. 
The average yield of corn in Kansas this 
year has been 42 bushels, the greatest ever 
known. 
The nearest approach to this av­ 
erage was in 1S78, when every acre planted 
to corn yielded a little over 37 bushels. 
The total crop this year amounts to nearly 
190.000.000 bushels, an increase of nearly 
40.000.000 bushels over th e big crop of 
1SS2. 
In round numbers, counting both 
w inter and spring, that State lias 50,000,­ 
000 bushels of wheat this year, and nearly 
200.000.000 bushels of corn.

CARE OF THE BRAIN. 


A C h a p te r U pon T h is I m p o r ta n t M e m b e r 
by B ill N ye. 
This article is designed more especially 
for those vertebrates who are able to keep 
and use their own brains. 
It is not in­ 
tended for the perustl of those who simply 
have a ganglion or nerve-center which 
they are using tem porarily until they can 
afibrd a brain. 
. 
Man is more highly endowed with brain 
than any other anim al. 
Still, nearly all 
anim ate’creation has a trace of this organ 
—decreasing, of course, in intensity down­ 
ward, from man to the lower mammals, 
birds, reptiles, batrachia and fishes, till 
finally all traces of th e brain disappear in 
the amphiorus and dude. 
_ 
_ 
The elephant has the heaviest brain of 
anv anim al. 
It often weighs as high as 
nine or ten pounds. 
T he whale comes 
next with a brain th at weighs, perhaps, 
five pound-. 
So, great m ental strength is 
the result of quality more than quantity 
in the m atter of brain tissue. 
T he brain of an adult man weighs, on 
an average, fortv-eight ounces, while that 
of the average adult woman weighs forty- 
four ounces, and yet woman is far superior 
to man m entally. 
1 have obtained this 
information from a lady friend of mine 
who is thoroughly trustw orthy. 
The brain is inclosed in a bony sphere 
called the skull. 
T his bony envelope is 
air-tight. 
The brain does not have to he 
aired if it is in a normal condition. 
It 
should be kept inside the skull constantly, 
and in as compact form as possible, for 
when it is otherwise great inconvenience 
may ensue. 
The parts of the encaplialon, we are 
told, are the cerebrum, cerebellum, medulla 
oblongata, pons varolii, obligato tnd pianissimo. 
Any one would think th at a brain with all 
these things in it would not feel well, hut 
such is not the case. 
The brain has been 
found, upon microscopic investigation after 
death, to contain not only the foreign m i­ 
crobes and things named above, but also a 
eineritious substance, cranial nerves, motor 
oetlli, corpus collosuni, corpora striatei. thalmi, 
tubérculo quadrbjemuta, staccato, arbor vittr, 
crura cerebri and other foreign substances, 
which niu-t have made life a burden ; and 
yet death did not result for many years. 
Nothing, however, is so destructive to 
brain tissue as daylight. 
Many have died 
almost instantly after light and fresh air 
were freely adm itted 
into 
the 
brain. 
T he brain is one of the most useful of 
all our organs, and, therefore, we should 
use 
every 
precaution 
to 
retain 
it; 
for, like the self-cocking revolver, a man 
may struggle along for years w ithout having 
occasion to use it, and yet, when he does 
want to use it, he wants it very much. We 
m ight get along in society for a long tim e 
w ithout being called upon for any mental 
demonstration, hut some day, without any 
notice whatever, we m ight lie requested by 
our host to express an idea, and we would 
feel very much cut up to adm it th a t we 
had left our thinker at home on the piano. 
Physicians who have never had much 
experience with the brain, never having 
had a ease of it in th eir own families nor 
studied its habits in other people, fre­ 
quently make an erroneous diagnosis where 
a patient is suffering from brain trouble. I 
once knew a young doctor, who lues since 
resigned hi- lucrative practice in order to 
accept a highly responsible position as 
chambermaid in a large liverv stable, to 
n[ake a mistake of th at kind. 
The patient 
Was a ( rerman, who was unconscious at the 
tim e the doctor was called. 
The latter felt 
the pul-e, examined the tongue, wrote out 
three prescriptions on different drug stores 
fur medicine to encourage zeal on the part 
of the liver, and went away. 
T he coroner was no expert in eases of 
th at kind, but lie went at it on the theory 
that the brain had been affected, and 
traced up the symptoms till lie showed the 
ju ry th at it was a case of qnick eoupling- 
pin on the brain. It seems th at the patient 
had been exposed a ta saloon on A street, 
and thi- was followed in quick succession 
by cuma, semi-colon, and full -top. 
We should take great care of our brain 
if we intend to use it. 
It is a very sensi­ 
tive organ, and is easily affected by ex­ 
ternal influences. 
V ery little, after all, is 
known of the'location of various phreno­ 
logical organs in the brain. 
The relation 
between thought and tiie m aterial organ 
which we call the brain is a little misty 
yet. 
It is not for poor, short-lived and 
puny man to know everything. 
The brain, 
however, is a curious organ. 
It is a good 
thing in it- place, but entirely useless 
when removed from the party to whom it 
belongs. 
We should not overwork the 
brain, or strain it in trying to think of 
hard words that no one else knows the 
meaning of. 
N either should we try to 
preserve our brains in alcohol during offiec- 
hours. Alcohol and gray m atter are always 
antagonistic. 
Let us take good care of our 
brains and not wear them out trying to 
im part inform ation to those who do not 
seek it. 
A nother thing that we should re­ 
member is th at the brain weighs about 
twenty times a- much as the tongue, and, 
therefore, there is no physiological law 
which will require us to tell all we know.

“ The Oid Folks at Home” was w ritten 
by Fo-ter. who received $15,000 for it in 
the w ay of copyright and sales. 
“ America” was w ritten by Rev. Samuel 
Francis Sm ith in 1832, and was first sting 
in Boston on the Fourth of Ju ly of that 
year. 
“ Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean,” was 
w ritten by Thomas a’Becket, an English 
actor, who, in 1879, was a teacher of music 
at Philadelphia. 
The tune of “ John Brown's body is 
lying in the G rave” is of M ethodist camp- 
meeting origin. 
It was adapted to it- pres­ 
ent use bv an organist in H arvard Church 
in 1861. ' 
“ Woodman Spare that Tree” was w rit­ 
ten by George P. Morris, because th e pur­ 
chaser of a friend’s estate wanted to cut 
down a tree which his grandfather had 
planted. 
H is friend paid the buyer $10 
to save it. 
M orris was touched by the 
story and wrote the song. 
For " K athleen M avonmeen,” Crouch, 
the author, received $25 for it- production, 
and afterward became a begging tramp, 
while his publisher could have built a 
brown-stone front out of its sales. 
“ T he Star-Spangled Banner ” was w rit­ 
ten hv F rancis Scott Key while watching 
the bombardment of Fort M cHenry, in 
1S14. 
The song was printed in tiie B alti­ 
more American eight days after the battle, 
under the title of “ The Defense of Fort 
M cHenry.” 
“ Home, Sweet H om e” was w ritten for 
an opera by John Howard Payne. 
It was 
first sung in the Covent G arden T heater 
at London, ami made a big hit. 
One 
hundred thousand copies were sold the 
first year, and by the end of the second its 
publishers had cleared $10,000 from it. 
“ M aryland, My M aryland" was written 
by Jam es II. Randall, of W ashington, who 
is a modest-looking, dark eomplexioued 
man of 10. 
H e was very young when lie 
wrote th at beautiful poem. 
11 is ideas are 
broader now. 
“ H ail C olum bia” was w ritten by Joseph 
Hopkin.-on. in the sum mer of 1795, and it 
was first called the “ President’s M arch.” 
it was always sung when W ashington 
cante into tiie theater, and one of the ob­ 
jects of its w riting was the cultivation of a 
patriotic spirit among the people of the 
new Republic.'— [N . Y. G raphic. 


M ailing It**ms for .Male a n d F em ales. 
Books, pam phlets and music can he sent 
at third-class rates. 
T he postage on a pair of boot- would lie 
at the rate of one cent an ounce. 
Tea, coffee, sugar and kindred articles 
can be mailed at the rate of one cent an 
ounce. 
Clothing is classed as merchandise, and 
can he mailed only at the rate of one cent 
an ounce. 
W edding cake can only lie mailed when 
packed in a tin or wooden box. 
Confec­ 
tions the same. 
A book presented for m ailing with a 
letter attached would subject the entire 
package to letter rates. 
M atter inclosed in a sealed envelope, 
though the corners may he cut or the 
end- notched, is subject to letter rates. 
Liquids, poi-ons, explosive and inflam­ 
mable articles are not received for m ail­ 
ing, no m atter how carc-fullv wrapped. 
Chromos, engravings or lithographs be­ 
long to the third class and can be sent at 
the rate of two ounces fer one cent. 
If you wanted to send a suit of clothes 
by mail which weighed -ix pounds you 
would have to make two pa> kages of it. 
Photographic and autographic albums 
are classed as merchandise and postage is 
eharged at th e rate one cent an ounce. 
Animals, reptiles, live or dead (not 
stuffed), insects, except queen bees when 
safely secured, are excluded from the 
mails. 
An unclaimed postal card is not returned 
to the writer, even though his address i- 
given upon it. hut is sent to the Dcad-let- 
ter office. 
Lctter-heads, bil¡-heads and envelopes, 
blank or printed, arc charged as m erchan­ 
dise, and postage must Le paid at the rate 
of one cent an ounce. 
A postai-card i- not m ailable with any 
writing or printing on the address, except 
tiie address, nor with anything pasted or 
pinned to the other side. 
W hen m ail m atter is onee deposited in 
a postoffice or in a street letter-box it is 
beyond the control of the person putting it 
there and cannot he reclaimed.—[U nited 
States Mail. 


S u n -S p o ts a n d t h e W e a t h e r . —Ob­ 
servations concerning the effects produced 
upon our planet by the periodically ap­ 
pearing spots on the sun have given very 
contradictory results, and have established 
thus far only the single fact that solar dis­ 
turbances strongly affect tlie earth’s mag­ 
netism. 
It is very probable that sun-spot 
influences may have a certain real effect 
upon terrestrial climates, but much further 
research will be necessary to prove beyond 
a doubt that they do. 
Professor P. A. 
Young affirms, however, tiint it has already 
been shown that such influence, if it exists 
at ail, is very slight, and difficult of detec­ 
tion ; that it is not dom inant, or even very 
jiowerful, in terrestrial m eteorology; anil 
th at there is no reasonable ground for ex­ 
pectation th at tin* periodicity of sun-spot- 
wili ever entibie us to predict the seasons 
in advance.

‘ 'T H E IN JU S T IC E 0E N E W T R IA L S 
PROPOSED 
REFO R M S. 


Judge T. B. M cFarland, of the Bench of 


the Superior Court of Sacramento, has a 


pa per in the Overland for February, which 


m ay very well awaken the attention of the 


Ju d ic ia ry Committees of both houses of 


the Legislature now in session, and stiinn­ 


ate the search for a remedy for the abuse 


which the paper demonstrates certainly 


exists in the matter of granting new trials. 


T he article is in line with current debate 


in other States on law reform. 
It is inci­ 


sive, forcible, and conies from a jurist of 


such long experience and established high 


character as a legal critic, that it should ad­ 


dress itself to the Legislature with the 


force of a petition. 


The paper starts out w ith the assertion 


that ottr practice of granting new trials is 


prolific of rank injustice, ruinous delay and 


useless expenditure of time and money, 


and of “ an absurd waste of energy by 


traveling in a circle not tolerated in any 


other department of human thought or 


action. ” 
From our nisi privs Courts a de­ 


feated part v may appeal to the Supreme 


Court, but lie is not required to take up 


the whole ease in his bill of exceptions 


uix*n which the appeal is based if a new 


trial is denied him. 
Me is required to 


state to the appellate Court only those 


parts of the case “ in which he thinks the 


Court 
below comrr.itted 
a 
theoretical 


error.” 
If the appellate Coart holds with 


him , and that the error— from the partial 


view the Court gets of the case— affected 


the final judgment, the case is sent back to 


be tried over again in its entirety. 


T he remedy the essayist proposes is to 


have the case so sent up that the appellate 


Court, instead of ordering a new trial, can 


render thi correct judgment, and thus 


make an end of the litigation. 
An ex­ 


ample is given of the injustice of our 


present system. 
Supptwe a case where the 


plaintiff is clearly entitled to a judgment, 


it is tried and he recovers. 
B u t the at­ 


torney opposing causes the Court to make 


m any rulings against him. 
To each an 


exception 
is taken— say fifty. 
Out of 


these he selects three upon which to ap­ 


peal, and illustrates them with just enough 


of the evidence to make them clear. 
The 


“ statement '' is settled as to its truth and 


the record goes up. 
Now, if the Court 


alsivc agrees w ith the appellant on one of 


his point:-, and it appears to l>c material, 


a new trial is ordered, and the whole 


ground must be gone over again. 
After 


another long trial, and judgment the sec­ 


ond time for the plaintit!, the case may go 


up again on new exceptions, the forty- 


seven 
remaining old ones and perhaj>s 


tw enty new ones being taken. 
The ap­ 


pellate Court may repeat its action, and, 


on some jioint not brought up, again order 


a new trial. 
If the plaintilF is not bank­ 


rupt by this time, a third trial is had with 


chances for a fourth and fifth. 
“ ( >f course 


there is no definite lim it to the number of 


iimi-s the shuttle-cock may lie thus sent 


dying 
between the 
battledoors.’’ 
The 


-J5»i,yeme Court is not even comjielled to 


pass upon all the exceptions brought up; 


it may take a single one, and send the case 


back upon that alone. 
It is not made the 


duty of the upper Court to determine 


whether the judgment below was right or 


wrong, but simply whether, in traveling 


the broad highway to substantial justice, a 


single detour was made, a single departure 


taken, notwithstanding the fact that the 


Court got back to the straight path and 


reached the proper judgment at the end. 


Says the essayist: 
If the Court below were merely taken back to 
where it is -upixjsed to have left' the regulation 
route, and made to commence the journey over 
again from that point, there would be. at least, 
some double work avoided: but it is compelled 
to return to the original starting-point, and to 
go over all the long stretch of open turnpike, 
where, beyond all doubt, it had correctly and 
safely traveled before. 
A mau of good intelli­ 
gence, but not learned in the law, would call 
this an absurdity; and he would call it by the 
right name. 
It is like tearing a massive brick 
house down to its foundations and building it 
all over again, on account of a defect in a board 
partition in tlie attic. 


The Judge admits that the application of 


a remedy is fraught with difficulties with re­ 


spect to cases tried by juries,and in such eases 


would require radical constitutional amend­ 


ments. 
lie excepts from his article, by 


special affirmation, all reference to crim i­ 


nal practice, and states that in most States 


the m ajority of civil cases are tried w ith­ 


out juries. 


The partial remedy he suggest.1— the 


sending up of the whole ease, except where 


the parties stipulate otherwise— is open to 


the objection, that while it is most desi­ 


rable to have the appellate Court view the 


whole case, and ascertain whether, upon a 


broad view of the whole matter, the final 


judgment was right or wrong, it would en­ 


tail great expense in writing or printing a 


transcript. 
To this it is replied, first that 


in many instances the whole case clearly 


hinges upon one or two points, and only a 


short “ statement” 
is needed. 
Secondly, 


in many other instances the attorneys could 


agree 
upon 
a 
comparatively 
short 


digest of 
the 
evidence, 
which 
would 


fairly 
present 
the 
whole 
case. 
But 


if 
it 
he 
admitted 
that every word 


must be transcribed and sent up. “ still the 


cost w ill only be a trille compared with 


the ruinous expense of an entire new trial, 


and parties would have the satisfaction of 


feeling that no step would have to be re­ 


traced, and would he free from the harrow­ 


ing doubt, ‘ I f it were only done when 'tis 
done!’ ” 


But it may be objected that the appel­ 


late Court is not situated to properiv dis­ 


pose of a case when it has only a printed 


transcript to deal with, and cannot so well 


weigh the testimony of witnesses it cannot 
see or hear. 


But this objection would not be a controlling 
one even iftne ease was being heard, as in the nisi 
p riiis Court, upon an original trial. Under the 
old equity practice cases were heard upon depo­ 
sitions. and in all the Federal Courts to-dav the 
circuit Judge, in such cases, does not see or 
hear the witnesses : and it does not appear that 
justice is less surely done in those eases than in 
others. 
But on appeal, the case has already 
been tried in a Court where the witnesses < e r' 
seen and hoard. 
And th** present rule, in every 
appellate 
Court in the 
nation, 
is 
that 
the 
decision 
of the 
Court 
below, on 
any 
matter of fact 
as to which there is ­ 
a conflict of evidence, w ill not be inquired into 
or disturbed. 
* 
* 
* There is conceded to 
such Court the 
* 
* 
* capacity to 
look 
through contradictory testimony : to weigh the 
conflicting interests of parties and witnesses ; to 
understand the secret springs of human motives 
and actions: to detect naked perjury, false ex­ 
aggeration, or fraudulent concealment: to know 
wh.it circumstances are important and what are 
not: and to keep the whole of a complicated 
case before the mind like a picture, and sec in 
it the true and material facts. 


A pplying this rule to the propo-ed rem­ 


edy. and it would seem clear that the ob­ 


jection taken has not sufficient 
weight. 


The essayist admits that the proposed new 


systern would require of Courts of last re­ 


sort something more of solid thinking in 


some instances, to determine what judg­ 


ment would fie right, instead of getting 


rid of the whole thing by merely saving 


that the judgment of the lower Court was 


not right. 
B u t there would be substantial 


gain in taking largely the time devoted to 


writing opinion- and giving it to the doing 


of justice in the cases at bar. The accumu­ 


lation of “ opinions” iu books of reports is 


becoming alarm ing— it ¡.-. indeed, already 


monstrous, and, as the Jud ge insists, if it 


goes on upon the basi- <¡f the present ratio 


of increase of production, one may mathe­ 


m atically estimate the time when there w ill 


lie law reports sufficient to cover the 


entire 
surface of the 
land. 
A t 
this 


point he suggests, with grim humor, that 


reveals his faith in still another reform the 


R i j o r d - I'm o .v has diligently advocated, 


that “ cremation w ill probably be the only 


remedy for this, as for another evil.” 


A final objection i- ausvrercd: Suppose 


that the lower Court has erred in receiv­ 


ing or rejecting certain offered evidence ; 


what then should 
lie the course of the 


higher Court ? ” 
T he reply is made that 


the Supreme Court, having the whole case 


before it, can determine whether the ex­ 


clusion of evidence erroneously admitted 


would have changed the judgment. 
If it 


desires the opinion of the Judge below on 


that point it could remand the case w ith 


an order to exclude the obnoxious evi­ 


dence and render judgment anew. 
If the 


error lies in rejecting offered evidence, he 


holds that the remedy is plain. 
Assuming 


the party to be able to prove what he of­ 


fered to prove, if the judgment should not 


be changed by such proof, then it should 


stand. 
If it would alter the judgment let 


the case go back to have the lower Court 


hear the rejected evidence and the reply 


to it. and then again render its judgment. 


But, in the 
name 
of common 
sense, 


and in the interest of things temporal and 


not eternal, exclaims the Judge, why 


should the testimony of nineteen witnesses 


lie taken all over again because a certain 


question asked of the twentieth witness 


was improperly excluded? 
And all the 


lay world w ill hold up its hands and ask 


also, “ W h y, indeed 


The essayist finds tim e to hut glance at 


the subject of new trials in ju ry cases, but 


asserts that the powers conceded to Courts 


ha- already destroyed much of ” the sacred 


right of trial by jury.” 
I f a Judge candis- 


regard a verdict as wrong, a step further 


w ill enable it to say what verdict would 


have i 
a right. ¿Practica lly, this sugges­ 


tion of Judge M cFarland would work the 


abolition of 
tbe 
j u r y ; 
but 
a 
very 


large part of the thinking world would ap­ 


plaud such a result. 
\\ e are not prepared 


to go to that extent in correction of patent 


evils, but agree with the essayist in his 
next position; 


If jury tris 1.- are to lie retained. it would bo 
better to go back to the view - of tbe old Eng­ 
lish Judges, when they first timidiv began to 
assert the right to set aside verdicts ’ For a long , 
time they doubted their power to disturb a ver- 
diet at aii. and w hen they commenced to exor­ 
cise the jaiwer. it was used oniv in rare and ex­ 
traordinary cases. They held it tobe an extreme 
stretch of power to overthrow verdicts ••given hv 
twelve men upon their oaths :" that it would be 
mischievous to do so on account of 
’ a slip 
of 
the 
Judge 
in 
charging th e m :" 
and 
that a largo number of now trials would be { 
"il reproach to the law ," andan “ evil in the ad- 
jglnbtM tioaof justice.' 
Really a tuaufe right 


to have a case tried by a jury amounts to little, 
if a verdict in his favor can be set aside by a 
Judge. 
The good the essayist believes would re­ 


sult from the proposed reform would be to 


give greater gravity and importance to 


trials ; to induce thorough preparation as 


to the law and the evidence, under the 


consciousness that 
there would be no 


chances for the result of slip-shod work to 


be avoided by an entire new tr ia l; the law 


of cases would he fu lly investigated hy 


counsel beforehand ; points would not be 


raised on the spur of the moment, to be 


ruled upon, and the feeling would disap­ 


pear that it does not matter much how the 


judgment goes in the Court below.

C H A R T ER R EFO R M 


A call i- made for citizens feeling an in­ 


terest in the matter, to discuss the pro­ 


posed new charter before legislative com­ 


mittees, M onday evening. 
W h ile Assem­ 


bly B ill No. 211 is an amendment to the 


general A ct -for the 
government 
of 


m unicipal corporations, it 
is very well 


understood to be applicable to Sacramento 


only, since there is no other city of the 


class sought to be treated by the bill. 
It 


is to be considered, therefore, as a Sacra­ 


mento charter intended to displace the one 


we now have. 
There are objections to the 


bill, which has many good features, how­ 


ever. 
If the objections can he overcome, 


and the commendable clauses of our pres­ 


ent charter and the now one combined, it 


is probable this people w ill accept the re­ 


sult. 
B u t we are told that if this is not 


attained, and the Supreme Court should 


hold, as is contended, that our system of 
levying and collecting taxes is fatally de­ 


fective, we w ill be driven to accept lite Act 


of 1S8S, which i.- more objectionable in 


some respects than the Davis bill. 
It is 


therefore a matter of prudence to secure 


the passage of tlie Davis bül in suclt a 


form that if we are forced to abandon 


the present charter, or shall choose to do 


so, we w ill 
have equally as good or a 


lvtte r one to fall back upon, since we can­ 


not be compelled by the Legislature to ac- 


eept a new charter. 
W e believe the prin­ 


ciple under which 
we now operate, of 


making our local governing board consist 


of the heads of depart monís elected by the 


vote of all the people, and duly salaried, 


to be tbe very liest system. 
The 
Davis 


bill 
proposes 
to 
abolish 
it 
and 


substitute an unpaid Board of Aldermen, 


elected from eight wards by the separate 


votes of the ward.-. 
This Board is to he 


given power to elert several specified city 


officers and fix their salaries, and to elect 


any other officers it may deem necessary, 


and to fix their salaries.

all pressure upon th e trigger, w hen in bring­ 
ing the ham m er from a full cock to either 
th e h a lf or safety cock positions, as soon as 
th e nose o f the sear has passed the notch 
on th e tu m b ler just-above th e one in w hich 
it is desired to engage it. 
W h en th is pre­ 
caution is neglected it has been found possi­ 
ble to so engage th e sear-nosc on th e edge 
o f th e tum hler-notclies th at but a very- 
slight touch upon th e trigger, or only a jar 
of th e piece, will be necessary to free it and 
perm it th e h a m m er to fall upon th e firing 
1 pin. giving a blow w hich, w hile generally 
’ not sufficient, m ay yet in som e eases ex ­ 
plode th e cartridge. 
T h is peculiarity of 
th e lock is independent o f th e character o f 
th e surface of th e sear-nose and ends o f th e 
tum bler-nutches, and is inherent in the 
m echanism of all firearm s in w hich the 
pressure on tiie sear passes th ro u g h or near 
its center o f m otion. 
T he proper retnedy 
ean be found o n ly in th e careful in stru c­ 
tion o f th e soldier.

A V iew o f a S ou th ern H o m e P a st and 
P resen t. 
As one ascending a in unta in «H e looks 
back 
upon tortile, sm iling valleys and 
peaceful hom es below, we o í to-day may 
turn from the liights oi’ our advancem ent 
and tenderly admire the old plantation. 
J ust behind tiie levee's protecting line, 
a massive gate and fence o f heavy palings 
mark its outer lim it. 
A t either post of 
hewn oak stands a luxuriant aroor-vitre, 
with a brood of seedlings clustering about 
it- roots, w hile the parent trees arch grace­ 
fully over the broad shell walk bordered 
by flowering shrubs, so abundant and gen­ 
erous of growth they seem trees rather i 
than bushes of exquisite bloom and de- I 
lieious perfume. 
And yet the illusion is j 
but brief, for the eye quickly corrects the* 
error and perceives the snowy, the creamy, | 
the golden and the crimson abundance, ; 
while m ingled perfumes rise and till the ‘ 
air. 
Close by these, on one side, a large aloe 
sits in a circle of tiny knots of busy bloom, 
like a m other hen among her puffy little 
chicks ; on the other side a lordly Spanish j 
daegvr— Ih u yucca of the Ijotanist— holds 
aloft al>uvv its keen-edged leaves its spot­ 
less snowy tone. 
To the right, a clum p of fig trees shuts 
out the further view, and, at the left, a 1 
row of bananas gently wave their great ¡ 
broad leaves fringed by the breeze.

occupants; but— well, “ the big hou se” is' 
just beyond it, and catches all the rays of 
light that enter the negroes’ eyes. 
Full a m ile’s quarter of floral beauty lies 
between the mansion and the levee at its 
front. 
A t its inner edge the very steps 
and great broad [fianzas spread out in such 
a friendly way that the expression o f . 
feigned unconcern upon 
the face o f the , 
com ing guest quickly gives place to a 
sm ile of pleasure, lor “ W elcom e-’ waits on t 
every step and is exhaled from each hud 
and 
blossom studding 
the 
vines that 
clamber thickly along th e entire front. 
Even a hasty view of the grand old 
house w ith its galleries running entirelv 
around it above and below, supported by 
massive round pillars of brick, and its halls 
and chambers that seem almost lim itless, 
would make one feel them ample assurance i 
of ready and profuse hospitality; yet, lest 
the assurance may not be sufficient, ev er y -1 
one— planter, planter's wife and planter’s ■ 
children— with hearty s]icech and act, put 
to it all the seal of authority, and, lest a ' 
shade of 
doubt lurks 
in 
the visitor's' 
thoughts, the old “ m am m y" of -hining 
face and pompous air, secures the m atter ¡ 
past any uncertainty, in tone and manner 
saying w ithout words that 
when 
she 
bids welcome hesitation is treason. 
I’nder spreading magnolias in the yard 
the toddling littles ones ol 
the “ big 
house,” each attended hv a bow-legged 
pickanniny of equal age, play the hours j 
away, rendering it no easy matter to deter- ; 
m ine which color rules. 
Hut, n o; there is! 
a quick sound, like the breaking o f a tw ig; 
another, and then two fair-skinned púgil- • 
ir-ts rush at each other as one demands, j 
“ W hat for you hit my little nigger?’" 
To their early childhood the dividing 
line is scarcely perceptible; but yonder ( 
hedge o f usage orange marks for the seniors ' 
a barrieras immovable and unm istakable' 
as the colors of their respective skins, of I 
which it i.~ a constant reminder.

th e hedge - farther side is “th e quar- 1 
ter’ —that is, the slaves’ houses. 
Excepting several huge and venerable i 
live oaks and a crape m yrtle here and ;

faithful toil,and at nightfall receives them 
again to unclouded jollity and mirth, lit­ 
tle knowing the deep significance o f the 
aurora trem bling in the northern skv, and j 
soon to cover them with its roseate glory 
of a new-found freedom.

Those who have viueyards already planted 
should study the products o f the State, both iu 
experim ental lots and com m on stocks, and deter­ 
m ine, as 8o<*n as possible, to w hat extent the 
value of th eir vintages m ay be im proved by 
g rad in g in certain proportions t»f varieties not 
now cultivated by them . 
The problem s are practically ’.lie >amc for the 
vine glow» r. who exnects to soil hi? grapes to 
w ine m akers, as for those w ho m ake w ine them - 
se :\es. because the value ol the vintages will 
soon depend upon th e results obtained from 
tlicm bv the purchaser. 
Wine m aker? will soon 
be able to discrim inate in lavor of those vinc- 
y anls from w hich the m ost valuable w iuesarc 
m ade. 
W iue th a t is suitably blended at the 
vineyard, so as to satisfy as nearly as possible the 
taste of the actual c«*n.'Um**r,or th e w ants of the 
retail* r. m ay be kept lu cellar to m ature w ith 
m ore confidence th an stocks, which m ust bo 
blended by the ¿euenii m erchant before presen­ 
tation to the public. 
There are, indeed, certain types o f wines a l­ 
ways most u?e¡'til to th e nn rcnants for i«npr >v- 
ing the com m ercial value of large stocks oi the 
general trade. 
These 
constitute £ class of 
specialties, such as w ines rich in tan n in , color, 
etc., w hich should be. produced after intelli- 
gectiy considering th e special d m nnds of the 
m arket, but they will never constitute the bulk 
ol a hcadhy wine production. 
The Prices of Stocks. 
Prices during th e season w ill, in som e eases, 
vary according to varying dem ands of produc­ 
er-. from w hose vine vards or nurseries they 
m ust be obtained. As th e tim e passes offerings 
m ay be influenced also, m ore or less, by the 
scarcity and th e popularity o f certain varieties. 
It is possible frequently to m ake reductions iu 
price for large orders, 
it is th e custom to m ake 
up cuttings in bundles o f two h an d red an d fifty, 
and sm aller lots are nut put uv , except in case of 
very scarce and high-priced stocks, or in a 
few cases w here assortm ents lor table use are 
required, when ex tra charge is m ade lor the 
trouble of breaking counted lots, labeling, etc. 
Rooted vines arc generally put up iu bund leu o i , 
o ic hundred. Actual cost ol packing, when re­ 
quired, is to be added to the* price of stocks. 
Unless specially agreed to otherw ise, prices in­ 
clude* only delivery to the railw ay station near­ 
est to the*vineyard w here the -Locks are pro­ 
cured, transportation being at the risk and ex ­ 
pense of the purchaser. 
G enerally no certain tim e for delivery can be 
nam ed, because the work of pruning and m ak­ 
ing ctitt.ngs is perform ed according to Hie tim e 
which each vine-grower consider? the l est, in­ 
fluenced m ore or less by the we ther, labor fa­ 
cilities and condition o f roads. There is alw ays 
m ore certainty w ilk respect to rooted vines, be­ 
cause such stocks are controlled in nurseries. 
Guttings m ade very early in the s nson succeed 
better th an those m ade later. T his rule does 
not, however, im ply th a t they should be planted 
early. In m »st eases the best tim e to plant cut­ 
tings is :ii't before the buds begin to sw ell; but 
the condition of the w eather m ay control tlu* 
question. 
Local experience as to the best tim e 
of planting is th e guide th a t should be sought, 
and m ay i.e easily ascertained. 
Rooted vines 
should be planted as early us practicable. 
Orders for Vines and Cuttings 
Should be m ade as early as possible, so that the 
best stocks m ay be procured at th e proper time, 
it h*»s been my practice to engage in advance 
la ge lots of the most desirable varieties, so as 
to have them m ade early and ready to fill orders; 
but this has subjected m e to frequent losses, 
w hich necessity com pels m e to avoid as m uch 
us possible in future 
Those who are prudent 
w 11 order early and receive th eir stocks us soon 
as they are ready for delivery. The practice ol 
disinfecting cuttings and roots as soon as re­ 
ceived should be the constant rule throughout 
th e State 
Disease m ay possibly exist w here it 
is least expected. This precaution is easy, .sim­ 
ple and cheap. 
As soon as disinfected the roots m ay be pre­ 
set ved by loosening the bundles and setting in 
a trench w ith th e earth well packed about the 
base and the b ps exposed. Guttings m ay he 
safely preserved by laying them in a shallow 
trench, iu oose. moist, well drained soil and 
covering entirely with soil, so thHt th e influence 
of dry w« ath er cannot affect them . 
If in d an­ 
ger oi drying after being covercl, the m ounds 
should be frequently m oistened, if passible 
place them in tne shade. If it is the practice to 
>et th»- < lining- upright in ?i trench, tne strings 
should be cut am i the bundles so spre ul out as 
to perm it the soil to be firmly pressed against 
th e base 'o as to exclude the air leaving only a 
sm all part of th e tops cxpos-d. 
This should 
also be done in the shade, and in loose, line soil 
if possible. 
The length o f ordinary cuttings*, as usually 
m ade, i? eighteen to tw enty inches between ter­ 
m inal buds. 
W hen longer ones are desired the 
order should be specific, but prices for unusual 
lengths, m ade to order, w ill Le subject to varia­ 
tion.

The base should be cut, if necessary, close to 
the lov»* ?t bud. and doubtful qualities shuuldbe 
laid us dt- for the nursery, w hich all prudent 
plan er.- pro\ ide lor so us to have rootea stocks 
to t.;k »-1 hv* place of cut rings th at m ay not grow, 
it is best to m ake allow ance for at least t .venty- 
fivc per cent. loss, if th e nursery should «ob­ 
tain, fortunately, m ore th an are needed the 
roots can be s* >.«i at a profit. 
W herever a loss ot tw enty per cent. »»r more 
may be reasonably expected, if cuttings are 
used, it will be cheaper, all things considered, 
to purchase rooted vines. A loss of tw enty per 
■ i nt in one hundred acres planted m eans a loss 
of the expense of plum ing and cultivating 
tw enty acres, besides the 1»»'" of tin»»* w him 
will result in a reduction of th* crop of‘the third 
and fourth years of a T.ropnrti*»:ud> am ount, 
besides the derangem ent of the regularity iu the 
growth of the vines, th e stronger ones robbing 
the weaker. 
It also com plícales the pruuiug, 
which mum be practiced aeco id in g to the* devel­ 
opm ent ot the vineyard 
In places w here a very 
sm all percentage of lu s is feared, cuttings are 
generally preferred to roots. Some varieties 
take xvot with com parative difficulty: othu> 
with great facility. In loose, warm , well* drained 
hut m o i't soils, cuttings generally root easily, 
in cold clay soils, and in dry surface alluvions, 
especially w hen they are subject to hot north 
\\ iuds, the danger of loss is great and rooted 
vines arc iii m ost dem and. For most parts: of 
the San Joaquin and Sacram ento valL ys aud the 
Sierra tooth ills, r»*oic»l vines w ill often be pre­ 
ferred. 
The general practice is to cut the roots back 
near the base before planting, and to prune the 
tups to oim short spur w ith tw o buds. 
In planting seedling resistant vines it is best 
to trim off all the lateral roots for a space of 
about three inches below the crown, so as to de­ 
velop a good m ain root to graft into, aud to 
a void, waste of root developm ent, w hich m ust 
be ( lit aw ay in grafting.

This opportunity for ob­ 
taining desirable rooted vines, from « n u rsery 
m ade in virgin soil, fiee from vine pests, all the 
cuttings having also been carefully disinfected 
before planting, is a fortunate one for m any new 
planters, especially ior those in the interior of 
the State w ho m ay «I *sire vines acclim ated to 
th eir peculiar conditions. 
This com nauy offers aiso a stock of cuttings of 
sim ilar varieties, all of w hich w ill be put up 
carefully by experienced m en. 
Most interesting w ill be th eir offering ot cut­ 
tings from im ported rare varieties which have 
been propagated by grafting in 1883. upon old 
vines. As they require to use most of these ?t x*ks 
in future for th eir own plan ings. theopp*»rtuuity 
to obtain them now should not be neglected by 
those who expect to need them , or who 
w ish to test th eir values. Those who have old 
vines requiring im provem ent by grafting may 
m ake useful experim ents and sc determ ine rap­ 
idly w hich varieties are best suited to th eir 
wants. The State University has done this year 
a valuable work in m aking experim ental fer­ 
m entations from the fruit of these grafts, which 
will ai»l in determ ining th eir true values. They 
were, however, not selected at random , but 
com prise th e best know n in different parts of 
France. Spain, Portugal and M adeira. 
Wncn 
suitably bicated in C alifornia w e m ay expect 
them to prove as satisfactory to our viue-grow- 
or> as they are in Europe.

I have in my ow n nurseries a lim ited supply 
of very choice vines, aud have engaged others 
elsew here. Also, the

The Secretary read reports front the so­ 
ciety ’s representatives at the New Orleans 
Exposition. W. (i. K lee and W . H . Jessup. 
Mr. Klee reported tliat his collection of 
California trees and plants arrived in good 
condition, not one in tw o hundred being 
injured, 
lie reported it as the general 
opinion of visitors that the exhibit does 
credit to the Slate. 
W. H . Jessup’s com m unication was long 
and contained com m ents on nearly every­ 
thing connected with the Exposition. The 
fruit from this State was attracting much 
attention and was 
keeping remarkably 
w ell, sam ples three m onths from picking 
were still bright and sound and beautiful. 
The Com m ittee on Overland 
Freight 
Rates on Fruit reported by subm itting the 
m em orial which had been sent to the rail­ 
way managers. 
T his report was outlined 
in your colum ns two weeks ago. 
The com ­ 
m ittee still has the subject in its charge and 
reported progress. 
A . 1). 1’ryai reported that an apple w hich 
h e had presented as a new variety at a pre­ 
vious m eeting he had since discovered to 
lie a S w aar.' The appearance was m uch 
changed by the stock on which it had been 
grafted, but careful study disclosed the 
identity o f the variety. 
The Committee on the Pulped Plum s, 
imported from England and shown at the 
last meeting, reported that the fruit was in 
good condition, also that fruit of the sam e 
kind can lie produced in any am ount by 
our canning establishm ents. 
. 
Mr. Blackwoo i remarked that it appeared 
to the com m ittee that as our own establish­ 
m ents could produce such fruit there was 
no especial advantage in patronizing the 
secret process claim ed by the English. 
Professor Hilgard told of a new Cernían 
process which produced pulped fruit dried. 
T he fruit was cooked, forced through sieves 
and the skins and pits removed, and the 
resulting pulp then dried on Hat surfaces, 
producing a dried fruit in sheets. 
Professor Hilgard exhibited samples of 
dates produce! in Lower California. 
The 
trees were grown from seeds from the dates 
of commerce, and as seedlings the fruits 
differed greatly, one box being quite fine 
and another inferior. 
Professor Hilgard 
said that undoubtedly the date palm would 
succeed in som e parts o f this State. 
A com m ittee was appointed to solicit 
subscriptions for the expenses o f the so­ 
ciety . 
A . T. Hatch and Dr. H astings agreed to 
raise the am ount necessary for the society’s 
representative at New Orleans, to be im iae 
diatelv sent to him for use at his discretion 
Dr. K im ball, o f H ayward-, presented a 
resolution in favor o f introducing a penalty 
bill into the Legislature, to prevent the 
spread o f insect pests. 
The resolution was 
adopted without opposition. 
It was reported that a total exem ption of 
trees and vines from taxation could not hi 
hoped for from the Legislature, but that a 
five-years’ exem ption m ight he carried. 
The Supreme (.hurt had decided that trees 
and vines could not he exem pted from tax 
ation under the new Constitution as grow­ 
ing crops. 
An am endm ent might possibly 
he obtained to the Constitution.

D. H atch remarked that there was a 
hill before the Legislature to require [lack­ 
ers o f fruit to put the date o f the pack upon 
the cans. 
It was thought this hill would 
react 
injuriously

fruit-growers. 
Canned fruit, as well as wheat, being sold 
by sam ple, there seemed no reason w hy 
the former should he dated any more than 
the latter.

Fust had not been issued m any m inutes tie- 
fore Mr. W inans, o f the Society for the 
Prevention of-Cruelty to Children, placed 
the matter before Mr. Hunter, tit** Secre­ 
tary o f the society, and Mr. Hunter went at 
once to the Cljief o f Police for assistance in 
his attempt to rescue the innocents from 
their infam ous surroundings, 
Chief Crow­ 
ley, heartily concurring in the good work, 
detailed tw o detectives o f great experience 
in Chinatown, Messrs. Avan ami C ox. to 
accompany Mr. H unter. 
W hen Jackson 
street was reached, detective Avan iound a 
Chinese harridan carrying 


A W H IT E G IR L BABY, 
Of which lie took possession. 
On Bartlett 
alley, amid Chinese brothels, detective Cox 
found a w hite girl babe in the arm s ot a 
Chinawoman, w hile Mr. H unter took a 
w hite babe, dressed in Chinese clothes, 
from an old French hag w ho lives in con­ 
cubinage with a Chinese nam ed Ah Tv 
The wom en were marched along with the 
party to Chief Crowley’s uiiice, where an 
informal inquiry was had. 
One o f the 
wom en said she paid $G0 fur the p.-hild. Tiie 
Frenchw om an said that the babe had cost 
$120, hut she was only taking care of it for 
a < hiñese woman. Slie said títere were fully 
100 w hite children in Chinatown, hut ot 
how they got there she would only tell that 
they were m ostly children o f sham e, given 
up by their m others. 
Mr. H unter placed 
the three children in St. Joseph's Infant 
Shelter, and the Chinese vow they will get 
them out on a writ o f habeas corpus, and 
light for their possession before the Courts. 


MORE ABOUT TH E H O RRIBLE TRAFFIC. 
A further investigation into this horrible 
traltic show ed that there arc at least ttv enty- 
tive w hite babies in Chinatown whose 
whereabouts is know n. 
From available 
sources of inform ation it was learned that 
it isas been the practice in the past for 
Chinese to buy w hite babes, keep them 
until two or three years old, and then ship 
them to China, which accounts for the fact 
that no w iiite children over that age have 
been seen in Chinatown. 
In China the 
only future for the children is a life of 
[prostitution, w hile w hite boys, when grown 
up, are reserved fora fate equally horrible. 
Pdrectly after the appearance o f the article 
in the Post yesterday, and the capture o! 
the three w hite babes hv Secretary Hunter, 
all Chinatown was convulsed on the sub­ 
ject and a num ber of Chinese sought legal 
advice, their attorney declaring that 


H E WOULD GET TH E CH ILD REN 
On writs o f habeas corpus, and secure pos­ 
session bj the Chinese by letters o f guard­ 
ianship. 
H e omitted to m ention, however, 
the nam e o f the Californian Judge whom 
lie anticipated would perform so infamous 
an act as to take w hite babes from the care 
of a Christian institution ami throw them 
to heathen harlots and unspeakable keep­ 
ers of brothels, and he failed also to state 
how he expected to show that the Chinese 
had any right to the possession o f a white 
babe. T his matter so nearly concerns every 
Christian man and wom an in the country 
that every assistance should be given to 
Secretary Hunter in his labor o f retie* tiling 
these innocents from the horrible fate 
w hich 
threatens 
them .

am ong the poor ami low ly, and who him ­

a faie too awful to contem plate. 
A people 
which sem is out m issionaries to China 
could hardly see its own flesh and blood 
fall into tiie hands o f Chinese to be taught 
those heathenish rites from which the m is­ 
sionaries are striving to redeem the Chi­ 
nese. 


W HERE TH E CHILDREN COME FROM. 
It has been stated by som e o f the officers 
in Chinatown that the white babes arc 
given to the Chinese by fallen wom en w ho 
give them birth, but this hypothesis is not 
borne out on a closer investigation, 
it ap­ 
pears that at least on e of the ntim trous 
foundling hospitals in this city makes a 
[practice of .sellin g to Chinese the infants 
left in its care—a practice the authorities 
can easily stop by taking the license away 
from the place if the charge, w hich is made 
on good authority, is proven. 
This m orning Chief Crowley detailed de­ 
tective Avan to assist Secretary H unter in 
ferreting out more w hite children. 
Before 
the Secretary left his uiiice, in stalked a 
huge, portly Chinaman. 
•' Me come about w hite baby." he sai'i to 
Mr. H unter. 
"Oilieer say 1 come so*' you. 
1 have got white girl, little girl : I like keep 
her, but officer he say no can keep ; law 
say no can keep." 
Mr. H unter inform ed the Chinaman that 
the law and the officer were dead right 
every tim e, and then asked him who he 
was and where he got the babe from. 
“ Me run China theater,’’ replied the 
Chinam an: “ beep good m an: 
no bad 
bouse. 
Live with w ifey. 
She take care of 
baby heap good. 
I can keep baby, hev 
Not lik e baby in ba<l house." 
“ No, sir; you cannot keep the baby.' 
replied Mr. Hunter, 
“ it makes no ditb-r- 
ence how rich you are and how respectable 
you are. 
if you want a child, get a Chinese 
child. 
Yon must not keep a w hite c h ild ; 
your house is no place for a w hite baby." 


AN ANNOYED HEATHEN. 
T he heathen appeared to be m uch an­ 
noyed at the prospectivo loss o f the little 
girl, but refused to say wiiere he got her or 
how much she cost him , sim ply saying that 
lie did not want to break the law, and 
would bring the child to Mr. H unter's of­ 
fice as soon as possible. 
Then Mr. H unter ex plained that he would 
place all the children he recovered in suita­ 
ble asylum s. and that Mr. Witians, an able 
lawyer, and the President o f the society, 
would defend possession against all the 
lawyers the Chinese could hire. 
H e felt 
very deeply on the subject, ami to him it 
seemed horrible that a woman, no matter 
iiow tost herself, eouhl >c!i or give her babe 
to a Chinaman, to he reared for a punióse 
too vile to speak of. 
H e had recently been 
told that a nujpber o f w hite babes liad ai- 
reaily been shipped tot 'hina, and had taken 
steps to cheek that traffic. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


I llinois Railroads.—A fter fui: hearing 
and careful consideration the Railroad and 
W arehouse Commissioners of Illinois have 
decided not to publish any reduction of 
rates on the railroads o f that state. 
They 
find that " the railroads bear their fair 
share of the burden oí hard tim es and low 
prices by the decreased tonnage and ioss of 
passenger traffic necessarily incident there­ 
to,'' and that “ this burden rests so heavily 
upon them that they cannot stand a fur­ 
ther reduction in rates, until the business 
of transportation revives, without its being 
reflected at once upon the em ploym ent 
they give to l a b o r that “ the larger por­ 
tion of railway m ileage in the State, though 
m ost essential to the prosperity and con­ 
venience o f the farmers generally, is at the 
present tim e absolutely non-productive,” 
and that “ it has not been shown that any 
general revision or reduction would be ben­ 
eficial to the business interests o f the State 
at present." 
The Com m issioners further 
report that of the fifty-tw o roads w ithin 
the State only nine paid dividends the past 
year, and excepting two or three coal roads. 
“ none of these could be self-sustaining on 
the Illinois business alone."
